Vitterio Orlando, the Italian premi- 
er, was the only absentee, having been 
called to Rome, but Baron Sonnino, 
the Itallan minister, was present with 
General Robilant. 

The meeting was held in M. Pichon’'s 
private office, as the large Salle De La 
Paix, with its huge horseshoe 
still awaits the gathering of the full 
delegation. 

The conference was protracted, with 
indications that new terms of the 
armistice, with the military, economic, 
and financial phases, were receiving 
very full discussion. 

At 5 o'clock Marsha! Foch, General

technical education, In the case of the latter, it would mean an in- 
crease of three or four times what was being given for that class of 
work at present. 
; The present total grant to Edmonton for educational purposes 
is $23,000, and it is estimated by officials of the local school board 
that the additional sums received for high and technical education 
will increase this sum by 100 per cent. 

The minister, however, would not make any definite promises 
as to what aid the government would give the towns for elementary 
education. When pressed on the latter matter by Trustee J. J 
Duggan, of Edmonton, the minister stated that it was a very big 
question, involving a huge amount of money, and would have to be 
laid before the council for their consideration.

Production, Actual and Possible. 


Coal production in Canada dur- 
ing the year is estimated by the 
Dominion Department of Mines to 
have been a million tons larger 
than for the preceding year. It is 
doubtful if the mines of Western 
Canada have produced more than 
from one-half to two-thirds the 
amount to coal that could have 
been taken from them. Bearing

It is the owners 
who are taxed. Property is only 
taken as indicating the ability of 


| the owners to pay taxes, Certain 
| kinds of property—vacant lots for 


example—are sometimes made the 
basis for exceptional taxation of 
their owners for the purpose of 
penalizing the owners for holding 
the property out of use. 

As it is people who are taxed, 
no system of taxation can be fair 
which does not tax everyone who 
shares the benefits of the expendi- 
ture. And no system is consistent 
which considers one kind of pro- 
perty as indicating the owner’s 
ability to pay taxes and which 


| ignores another kind of property 


as indicating the tax-paying abil- | 
ity of the owner, A special tax on 
unused land is justifiable as a/| 
means of forcing it into use, but it | 
is neither just nor safe to rest the 
solvency of a city upon the chance | 
of drawing its whole revenue from 
taxes imposed upon that fraction 
of its population who have town 
lots registered in their names. 

Edmonton is in financial stress 
today very largely because taxa- 
tion was not distributed over the 
whole population of the city. We 
have tried to collect from the few 
for the benefit of the many; on 
the theory—proclaimed or implied

Dominion Association 


Tastly I feel constrained to touch 
upon matters relating to our connec- 
tion with the Dominion Football As- 
cociation. 

Although the present association has 
subsisted since the year 1912, in only 
one year, that of 1918, has Alberta 
been on the membership. We have 
not, to the present, sent a representa- 
tive team to compete In the Deminion 
championships, the traphy for which 
was presented by the Duke of Con- 
naught, when Governor General of 
Canada, 

At only one meeting, that held at 
Fort William in 1914, have we had a 
representative; and, therefore, it is 
hardly te,be wondered at that any 
obstacles which we may have con- 
eidered as in the way of one becoming 
a regular member have still to be 
removed, 

One of the reasons why we did not 
apply for membership in some years 
was that because of poor backing the 
provincial association were unable to 
meet the D.F.A.'a fee of $50. 

In 1914 Alberta was asked {f it was 
possible to make arrangements for the 
Dominion champlonships to be held 
in elther Edmonton or Calgary. Cal- 
gary I know made éetrenuous efforts 
in this direction, but because of the 
large guarantee required, gore $2,000, 
were unable vo do so, 

I have every reason to believe that | 
the Dominion FootHall Association are | 
ready and willing to meet us in ears 
reasonable way and will give due con- 
sideration to any proposals we may | 
offer, if it will lead to us becoming 
regular members | 

I do not see why we should not 
in the near future make w#uch 
arrangements as will ensure the Do- 
minion championship competition be- 
ing held in Edmonton in its turn, and 
I am convinced that, given a try, we 
have sufficient talent to bring the 
Dominion trophy (The Connaught 
Cup) out west 

Some time in the near future I pro- 
pose to deal fully with thie important 
matter of the province's relation to 
the parent association, as it is the 
future of association football in Can-| 
ada depends wholly and solely on the 
co-operation of the provinces.

Hon. George P. Smith, minister of | 
education, presided at the meeting, 
) which included over thirty repregenta- | 
tives from the city and town school 
boards, and a few government off- 
clals, 

Mr. Smith was very explicit in his! 
statement that no matter how the} 
need was met, that not one cent should 
be taken from the country schools. Hel 
contended that their problems were 
80 many and insistent as to be at times 
almost impossible of solution. He re- 
cognized, however, that some assist- 
ance must be given to the higher edu- 
cation. 

Edmonton Case Presented. 

Edmonton was the first to present 
{ts case, H. W. B. Douglas and Wm. 
Rea being presented by the chairman 
of the board, Jos. J. Duggan. Both 
gentlemen euggested that the country 
and city grants should be equalized. 
Mr. Rea said he considered that es- 
pecially the Technical and High} 
schools should receive a much higher 
percentage of the cost of tainten- 
ance from the province. They point-! 
ed out that the students came tn from 
country polnts and were being edu- 
cated at the expense of the cities, In 
regard to the Technical schools, Mr.

Lethbridge's Case. 

Mr. Davidson of Lethbridge spoke of 
their efforts to meet the difficulties of 
reduced expenditure during the past 
four years. Lethbridge and Medicine 
Hat, however get twice as much as 
the other two cities and their condi- 
tion was not quite so bad. Lethbridge 
had cut off subjects such as manual 
training, music, etc.. and were doing 
without their superintendent. They did 
not believe they were justified tn eut- 
ting down In this way, but it was the 
only manner {n which they could econ- 
omize.

In regard to {te etate afd of a«chools, 
said that the comparigons were not 
fair, and went on to show that from 
ite general revenue, Alberta gave more 
generously to education than any 
other province. In Saskatchewan, for 
instance, there could be no compar!- 
fon, since Saskatchewan had and al- 
ways had had a@ e@pecial educations: 
tax. They charged one mill on the 
dollar in the towns and one mill on the 
dollar in the country for this spectal 
supplementary tax. Alberta has no- 
thing of this sort, taking its school 
grants directly from the general rev- 
enue. In Saskatchewan they raised 
fn this manner $760,000, while the 
total assistance given to education 
there last year had been $1,560,000, 
out of which only $800,000 had come 
from the general revenue, In Alberta 
$1,168,000 waa given for educational 
purposes, all out of the general rev- 
enue, which wae nearly a quarter of 
a million, said Mr. Smith, more than 
Saskatchowan gave from its general 
revenue. 

In Vitoria, where another com- 
parison had been cited, the minister 
claimed that a real comparison covld 
not be made, since in British Columbia 
they had their own natural resources 
and means to collect money for this 
purpose in an entirely different man- 
ner. 

Winnipeg was the only city where 
any real comparison could be meade, 
and Alberta showed. very favorably 


there. 
Alberta Mom Generous. 


“The province of Alberta is most 
generous {in regard to grants to educa- 
tion out of ite general revenue,” maid 
Mr, Smith. ‘Tt is paying out 18 2-8 
per cent. of tta entire revenue for 
school purposes, and that is all it can 
afford to apend.” 

However, the governmem intended 
to assist still further and it was to get 


| the opinion of those most interested, 


as to the best ways and means of col- 
leoting the money for thie help that 
he had called this meeting. 

He went on to show then at some 
length why none of the present aid 
could be taken away from the country, 
but In fact that more should be given. 
And if the towns and cities did not 
care to provide higher education for 
the country pupils, that would mean 
that facilities would have to be pro- 
and that 
meant consolidated schols, and greater 
expense, 

Mr. Smith continued, that {t was hie 
intontion to recommend to cowneil 
that a survey be made of edneational 
problems In the province. Saskatche- 
wan had had such a survey, for which 
they had brought in Dr. Pech, an Am- 
erican epectalist, and he had given @ 
highly eatisfactory report. Whether 
they would get an outside specialist in 
this way or a commission selected 
from the province or whether they 
would get the information through 
the officials of their own department, 
remained a matter to decide. 

He spoke of some of the difficulties 
of a direct tax to raise the money and 
did not believe it would be @ popular 
move. ‘ 

The only other direction from which 
they might look for assistance was the 
federal government, and there were 
plenty of difficulties in the way there 
However, there were some branches of 
education, for which he believed that 
the Dominion was directly responsible, 
for instance technical education, Cana- 
dianizing of foreigners, the removal 
of illiteracy from Canadian life. There 
was a bill before the American Con- 
gress at the present time which asked 
for the creating of a federal depart- 
ment of education to look after these 
matters, and he believed that this 
would be a good move in Canada 
These were problems of national im- 
port and should be dealt with by the 
federa. government or else the prov- 
ince should be given its natural re- 
sources and they would then be able 
to gaise money to meet these condi- 


tions.
